| The Clerk of the last Legislature collected the 
Credentials of the Members.

Twenty-four Members were present, The Members then 
proceeded to ballot for a Speaker, 22 ballots iere given 
to POpSTtEON, and he was elected Speaker. 
The Speaker was sworn in by John Richardson 
.after which, the members from Hawaii, Maui and Molokai,

Oahu and Kauai, were sworn in. 

The Members then proceeded to ballot for the Clerk 
of the House, Gulick was elected without opposition. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau, Chamberlain was 
appointed Ingrossing Clerk of the House. 

The House then proceeded to ballot for a Chaplain, 
Bishop was elected Chaplain without opposition. 

The House again. proceeded to ballot for a Sergeant- 
at-Arms for the House. W. C. Parke was elected without 
opposition. 

Kamakau moved that Doctor Judd be appointed Inter- 
preter for the House. 

Kalama moved that the House appoint H. L. Sheldon 
as Interpreter. 

The motion by Kalama was put and lost, the motion 
by Kamakau to appoint Doctor Judd, Interpreter for the 
House was carried. . 

After this election, Bishop stood up and prayed. 

Afterwards, on the mation of Webster, it was voted 
that the Members proceed to ballot for seats. 

Ballots were given and each Member was assigned to 
the seat received by him in the Ballot. 

On motion of Kamakau, a recess was taken to 11:50 


o'clock. 


The House reconvened at 11:30 o'clock. 

On motion of Webster it was resolved that the Repre- 
sentatives proceed to Kawaiahao, to listen to the King's 
Speech; they to meet again on their return. 

They went and at 1 o'clock, they again met at the 
Legislative Hall. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau a Select Committee was 
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appointed, for the purpose of preparing a reply to the 
King's. Speech. 
The Speaker mede the following appointment:

J. W. Kauahi presented his Credentials fron the 
District of Koolauloa, Oahu. 

Webster moved that before granting Kauahi permission 
to sit in this Assembly, it would be best for this House 
to generat a Committee to investigate into the truth of 
the rumors, that Kauahi had been convicted of a very 
serious crime, that of polygamy. Cummings and Aka seconded 
the motion. Carried. . 

On motion of Kalama it was voted that a Select Com- 
mittee be appointed for this purpose.

S. M. Kamakau took the Chair. 

On motion of Robertson, he was given leave to read 
a Bill relating to the Circuit Court of the Fourth Dis- 
trict. It passed second reading, and on motion of J. W. 
E. Maikai it vas voted that the Bill be engrossed and 
taken up for third reading. 

Robertson read another Bill relating to Suits in 
Equity. It passed second reading by title and on motion 
of Maikei, it was referred to the Judiciary Committee.

On motion of Maikai, the rules were suspended and he 
was given leave to read his Bill removing the restriction 
on Awa. On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that the 
same be translated and taken up for second reading 
to-morrow.

J. W. Naihe gave notice of his intention to introduce 
a Bill forbidding persons from Hawaii to take up permanent 
residence in Honolulu. | 

John Richerdson gave notice of his intention to 
introduce a Bill to open the port of Kapuuweokahi at 
Hana. 

Keikinui gave notice of his intention to introduce 
a Bill to open the port of Kaihumoku, at Hamakua, Hawaii.

Keawehano read a Petition from Hilo, containing 150 
signatures from persons who failed to obtain awards 
praying, that Land Claims be awarded to them. 

On motion of Kamakau it was referred to the Committee 
on Public Lands. 
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Kupakee read a Petition from Kau containing 37 sig- 
natures, with the following prayers: 

That the restriction on Awa be removed. 

That all discharged soldiers be taxed. 

That the Government erect Pounds for the impounding 
of estrays. 

The various subjects were referred to the Committees. 

Kahookano read a Petition from Lahaine containing 
150 signatures praying, that butcher shops be closed on 
Sundays. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Instruction. 

S. P. Kalama read a Petition from Koolaupoko contain- 
ing 100 signatures setting forth the irregular methods 
used in the election of a Representative for that District. 

Referred to the Committee on Election. 

W. B. Aka read a Petition from Waimea, Kauai, con- 
taining 23 signatures, with the following prayers. 

To abolish the restriction on the tabu fish of the 
Konohikis. 

Whomsoever is found guilty in divorce proceedings 
be made to pay the Costs of Court. 

To abolish the tabus and taxes imposed by the 
Konohikis. The various subjects were referred to the 
Committees. 

Aka again read a Petition from Niihau containing 47 
Signatures praying, that the animal tax be abolished; 
that the school tax be not levied on those who are 
childless; that the Government shall not borrow any money 
for the purpose of paying off its debt; to limit the 
expenses within the income and that the old, the weak 
and the infirm be released from paying the Government 


Taxes. 
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The various subjects were referred to the Committees. 

Paakeula read a Petition from Puna containing 33 
signatures praying, 

That all prisoners who are unable to pay their fines, 
be set to work on the roads. Referred to Committee on 
Internal Improvements. 

S. M. Kamakau read a Petition from Weimea,. Kauai 
containing 53 signatures praying, that the Animal Tax be 
abolished; that the School Tax levied on those who are 
childless be abolished; that taxes be levied on School 
Teachers; that the Government shall not borrow money, but 
to confine its expenses within the income; and that the 
Old, the weak and the infirm be released from paying the. 
Government taxes. The various subjects were referred to 
‘the Committees. 

J. D. Kahookano read a Petition from Lahaina con- 
| taining 130 signatures praying that no retail liquor 

granted 
licenses be xikxam at Lahaina. 

Referred to the Committee on Commerce. 

John Richardson for the Committee on Judiciary, 
reported on the Bill relating to Suits in Equity. 

The Committee reported in favor of the Bill, recom- 
mending that the same be engrossed and passed. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

Kamakau introduced a Joint Resolution appropriating 
One Thousand Dollars from the Treasury for the expenses 
of the two Legislative Houses, for the year 1856. It 
passed first reading and was sent to the Translator. 

On motion of Kamakau the following appointment was 
made. 


Kamakau, Kalama and Naihe a Committee to arrange 
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the printing and publishing of the proceedings of the 
House. | 

On motion of Uaua it was voted that the Finance 
Committee be instructed to insert in the Appropriation 
Bill, $800 for the bridge at Kalili, Kauai. 

Qn motion of Kahulanui it was voted that $300 be 
inserted in the Appropriation Bill as pay for the Mail 
Carrier of the Island of Oahu. 

On motion of Kalama it was voted that a Committee on 
Claims be appointed. 

The Speaker announced the receipt of the Annual 
Report of the Minister of Foreign Relations. 

On motion of John Richardson, the Report was referred 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

On motion of Kalama the Annual Report of the Minister 
of Finance received yesterday, was referred to the Finance 
Committee for consideration. 

The House then proceeded to the order. of the day. 

The Bill relating to the Circuit Court of the Fourth 
District was read for the third time and passed. 

The Bill relating to Awa, passed second reading, 
and on motion of S. M. Kamakau, the Bill was referred to 
the Committee of the House to-morrow. 

The report of the Committee appointed to prepare a 
reply to the King's Speech, was read. 

On motion of Kamakau it was voted that the House 
adopt the report of the Committee and that the Committee 
be instructed to present the Reply to the King. 

On motion of Kamakau the House adjourned to 10

The Chaplain offered a prayer. 

In compliance with the instruction of the House,

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Bartow and S. P. Kalama were appointed a Committee 
to act in conjunction with the Committee of the House of 
Nobles on enrollment. 

Keawehano read a Petition from Hilo containing 174 
signatures praying, that the school tax levied on those 
who are childless be reduced to $1, also to remove the 
restriction on fish in streams and harbors, and to 
abolish the tax on mules. Referred to the Committees. 

Kahookang read a Petition from Lahaina containing 
36 signatures praying, that the Tax. Collectors of Honolulu 
and Lahaina be paid at the rate of 10% on a dollar same 
as the outside Districts, and not at the rate of 74% as 
at present. 

Referred to the Finance Committee. 

Kapihe read a Petition from Makawao containing 200 
signatures praying, that Keikinui (*) in Honuaula, Kula 
and Kalepolepo be united into one District, and be allowed 
a Judge, a Tax Collector and a Representative. 

Keikenui read a Petition from Hamakua, containing 
220 signatures praying: 

That the Legislature order the Governor of Hawaii 
to take up his residence in Waimea. 

That the Jury Court sit at Waimea. 

To abolish the tax on dogs and horses. 

To abolish the poll and school tax on clergymen. 

The various subjects were referred to the 
Committees. 

Naihe read a Petition from Hawaii signed by 75 
Catholics complaining that injustice Had been done to 
them by the Judges, and asking that the School teachers 

(*) should be Kehikinui. 
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be paid by the parents and not by the Governuent and 
not to allow the Missionaries to hold Government positions. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Instruction. 

Paakaula read a Petition from Puna, Hawaii contain- 
ing 60 signatures, complaining of the injustice done and 
of the burdens laid upon them by the Konohikis. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Lands. 

Kapihe read a Petition from Makawao containing 117 
‘signatures, asking for an appropriation of $3.000 for 
road and bridges at Hamakualoa. Referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Kupakee read a Petition from Kau, containing 56 
Signatures praying, that the roads be widened fathoms; 
and to let the public have the free use of the unfenced 
lands. 

Referred to the Committees. 

S. P. Kalama read a Petition from Waialua containing 
50 signatures requesting the Government to pay the $106 
expended by them on the bridge at Kaukonahua. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims. 

The Minister of the Interior sent in three Petitions 
opposing to the holding of seats by certain members in the 
House. The first for Kapena of South Kona, the second 
for James Kole of North Kona, and the third for Uaua the 
member from Hanalei, Kauai. 

These Petitions were referred to the Committee on 
Election. 

The Speaker read a Commnication from the House of 
Nobles, transmitting the Bill passed by the Nobles, con- 
ferring upon the Minister of the Interior the authority 

certain 
to lease sxxx portions of the site of the Fort at 


Lahaina. 
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On motion of John Richardson it was voted that the 
Bill be taken up in a Committee of the Whole to-day. 

The Nobles also’ transmitted the amended Sections to 
the Constitution. 

Same were read and referred to the Committee of the 
House to-morrow. 

Mr. Bartow for the Committee on Public Instruction 
reported on certain Petitions, recommending that the 
Petition praying for the abolition of the school tax 
levied on those who are chldless, be laid on the table 
and that taxes are to be levied on school teachers. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

S. M. Kamakau for the Select Committee on the matter 
of printing the Journal of the House, reported that the 
Committee had interviewed the Editor of the Hae Hawaii, 
and the following was agreed upon. The Journal of the 
House is to be printed by the Hae Hawaii, 400 copies, at 
$45 a week. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 
Kamaipelekane moved that the appropriations for 
Improvements for the Island of Oahu for this joat be not 
made, until sufficient appropriations for the other 

Islands have been made for the last year. 
On motion of Kalama this was tabled. 

On motion of W. Webster the House proceeded to the 
order. of the day. 

The Bill relating to Suits in Equity was read for the 
third time and passed. 

The Bill to amend the Law relating to Estrays passed 
second reading, and on motion of Kamakau, it waa peserred 


to the Committee of the House to-morrow. 
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The Bill relating to Awa passed second reading. 

On motion of Ioane it was taken up for consideration 
in Committee of the Whole. 

Naiapaakai took the Chair. 

Section 1 was read and approved. 

section 2 was stricken out. 

On motion of Kamakau the Committee rose, and it was 
resolved that the Bill be engrossed and taken up for 
third reading to-morrow. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole to con- 
sider the Bill for leasing the site of the Fort at 
Lahaina. 

Keawehano took the Chair. 

The various Sections were read and passed. 

The Committee rose, and the Bill was read for the 
third time and passed. 

On motion ef Kamakau, the House adjourned to 10

Barenaba read a Petition from Hilo, containing 122 
signatures praying, that School teachers be exempted from 
taxation. a 
= Referred to the Committee on Public Instruction. 
Keawehano read a Petition from Hilo, containing 40 
signatures praying, that the dog tax be abolished. 
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Referred to the Finance Committee. 

Paakaula read a Petition from Puna, praying that 
school teachers be exempted from taxation. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Instruction. 

Uaua read a Petition from Koolauloa containing over 
50 signatures, setting forth the illegal actions of the 
Inspectors at the polls, that Kauahi had been fraudulently 
elected, and that the election of Ukeke was valid. 

On motion of Maikai the Petition was referred to the 
Select Committee appointed to consider into the right of 
Kauahi to sit as a Representative. | 

W. B. Aka read a Petition from Honolulu setting 
forth the illegal actions of the Governor and the Inspectors 
of Election, on Election Day at Honolulu. 

On motion of Maikai, this Petition was also referred 
to the Committee to whom was referred for consideration, 
the right of Kauahi ot sit as a Representative. 

‘Keikenui-read a Petition from Hamakua, complaining 
against the rude and unjust actions of the Tax Assessor 
of their District. 

Referred to the Finance Committee. 

Naiapaakai read a Petition from Kaanapali praying, 
that their lands be surveyed and Certificates of Award 
granted then. 

On motion of Kamakau this Petition was referred to 
the Committee on Public Lands, with instructions that 
they prepare a Bill for the relief of those who have not 
received their awards. | 

Naihe read a Petition from Kohala containing 31 
signatures, complaining against the levying of heavy 
` taxes. 
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Referred to the Finance Committee. 

Keikenui read a Petition from the soldiers of 
Honolulu containing 46 signatures, asking that they be 
allowed to do agricultural work. 

Maikai for the Committee on Elections reported on 
the Petitions opposing to the election of Cumnings, Kole 
and Uaua, as Representatives to the Legislature. The 
complaints having been made to the Interior Department 
and not to the Honorable House of Representatives, the 
Committee were therefore of the opinion that they had no 
right to consider these Petitions, recommending that said 
Petitions be laid on the table. 

On motion of Kamakau the report of the Committee was 
adopted. 

Cummings for the Committee on Commerce reported.on 
the Petition from Lahaina praying, that no retail 
liquor licenses be granted at Lahaina. | 

The Committee recommended that the Petition be 
tabled. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

S. P. Kalama for the Select Committee appointed to 
investigate into the Kauahi matter, presented a report. 
On motion of Kamakau, the last paragraph of the report 
was stricken out, and adopted as follows: 

In the opinion of the Committee, polygamy is one of 
the serious crimes referred to in Section 98 of the 
Constitution and that it has also been made clear to the 
Committee that J. W. Kauahi had committed polygamy. 

The Committee therefore recommended that his Cre- 
dentials from the Inspectors of Election of that District, 


pe laid on the table. 
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Kamakau read his Bill to reduce the Dog Tax to half 
a dollar. 

On motion of John Richardson, it was voted that the 
Bill be tabled. 

Kamakau again read a Bill to levy a tax on cattle 
at twenty five cents a head, each year. 

On motion of John Richardson, the Bill was rejected. 

Kamakau took the Chair, and Robertson then introduced 
a Bill to amend the law relating to estrays. 

M e e passed second reading by. title, and on 
Sonxixxamx of Robertson, it was referred to the Committee 
to whom was referred the Bill from the Member from 
Molokai, relating to estrays. 

Robertson read a Bill providing for the support of 
- parties under arrest in civil suits. It passed aeeond 
reading by title, and on motion of Naiapaakai, it was 
referred to the Committee of the House to-morrow. 

Uaua read a Bill, authorizing the District Courts 
to keep a record of the proceedings on paper the sane as 
the Police Courts. Referred to the translator. 

On motion of Webster, the House proceeded to the 
order’ of the day. 

The Joint Resolution providing for an appropriation 
for this Legislature, passed second reading. On motion 
of Naiapakai, it was referred to the Committee of the 
House to-day. 

The Bill to repeal the Joint Resolution on Awa, was 
read for the third time and passed. 

| The House went into Committee of the Whole to con- 
sider the Joint Resolution providing appropriation for the 


expenses of this Legislature. 
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Kupakee took the Chair, and on motion of Naiapakai, 
$10.000 was inserted. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole to con- 
sider the proposed amendments to certain Sections of the 
Constitution. 

Aka took the Chair. 

Kalama maintained that this House could not bring 
up for consideration the proposed amendments to these 
Sections, for the reason, that no public notices had 
been given respecting these amendments in all of the 
Districts, three months prior to the day for the election 
of the Representatives, as prescribed in Section 105 of 
the Constitution. 

On motion of Robertson, it was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee, to investigate and report to the 
House, whether public notices had been given respecting 
these amendments as required by the Constitution:

Gentlemen: ==- 

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
your favor of the 28th ultimo, informing me, that thirteen 
of the residents of Honolulu, had petitioned to the House 
of Representatives, requesting that it would not allow 
the Honorable G. M. Robertson, one of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, to hold his seat in said House, inasmuch 
as his so doing, was opposed to the 23rd Article of the 
Constitution; and requesting my opinion, as to whether 
said article does or does not exclude a Judge from a 
seat in the House of Wepvsseutat ivan, 

The article in question reads as follows: 

Article 23. "The Supreme power of the Kingdom, 
is divided into three District Departments; Executive, 
Legislative and Judicial; these are to be preserved 
distinct; the last two powers can not be united in any 
one individual or body." 

In my opinion, the true meaning of the article is, 
that the Executive, Legislative and Judicial powers of 
the Kingdom, shall be kept separate and distinct, that 
is to say, that the Executive Department shall never 
exercise Legislative and Judicial powers, and the 
Legislative Department shall never exercise the

Executive and Judicial powers or either of them; the 
Judicial Department shall never exercise the Executive 
and Legislative powers, or either of them, and especially 
that the Legislative and Judicial powers shall not be 
united in any one man or body of men. I do not understand 
this Article as excluding any Executive, Legislative or 
Judicial Officer from a voice in each of the other 
department, besides his own, but its meaning is, that 

the whole power of one of these departments, shall not 

be exercised by the same hands which possess the whole 
power of either of the other departments. 

It is undoubtedly a maxim of vital importance to 
every free Government, that the Executive, Legislative 
and Judicial powers be kept separate and distinct; for 
where they are united in the same person or the same 
body, whether King, Nobles, Representatives or Judges, 
there can be no public liberty. 

When the power to enact laws, and to execute them 
and to try and condemn individuals, is placed in the 
hands of any one man or body of men, all Government 
degenerates into despotism. 

The propriety of separating the great powers of the- 
Government, is a fundamental principle in the Constitution 
England, as well as of the United States, But, says 
Judge Story, in his learned commentaries on the Consti- 
tution of the United States, “When we speak of a 
separation of the three great departments of Government 
and maintain, that that. separation is indispensible to 
public liberty, we are to understand this maxim in a 
Limited sense. It is not meant to affirm, that they must 
be kept wholly and éntirely separate and supeiaees ane 
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have no common link of connection or dependence, the one 
upon the other in the slightest degree. The true meaning 
is, that the whole power of one of the departments shall 
not be exercise by the same hands which possess the whole 
power of either of the other departments; and that such 
exercise of the whole would subvert the principles of a 
free Constitution" 2 Story Con. 524. 

If the Judges of the Supreme Court should undertake 
to enact, alter or amend the laws, that would be an 
assumption of Legislative power, and clearly opposed to 
the 23rd Article of the Constitution; so, also, if the 
Legislature should call individuals to its bar, and try 
and condemn them, that would be an assumption of Judicial 
power, and equally unconstitutional. But for one of the 
Judges to sit in the House of Representatives, is no 
infringment of the Article in question, because he alone 
cannot frame or enact laws; he has but a single voice in 
the Legislature, and can do nothing without the con- 
currence of fellow Members. Grant, if you please, that 
he is a man of talent, and he has a controling influence 
in the House of Representatives, still the case is just 
“the same, as he can make no law, for, above the House of 
Representatives, sit the Nobles; who must give their 
concurrence; and still higher sits the Sovereign of the 
Land, wielding the powerful sceptre of his veto. Let us 
inquire what is the practice in England, whose Government 
is a constitutitonal monarchy, to which ours is more 
nearly assimilated than.to any other, and where the 
principle embodied in the 23rd Article of our Constitu« 
tion, is considered a vital and fundamental maxim of 
Government. There, Judicial officers are eligible to a 
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seat in the House of Commons; there, the Lord High 
Chancellor presides over the House of Lords; and the 
Lords themselves constitute the Supreme Judicial Tri- 
bunal of the nation, While it is easy to establish on 
paper the theory of making the Executive, Legislative 
and Judicial departments totally distinct and separate 
from each other, it is not easy to reduce this great 
principle to practice, and it never has been accomplished 
by any Government however free and independent. 

‘The occasional mixture of each with the others and 
a mutual dependence upon the others, is as necessary as 
it is unavoidable. The Chief Executive Magistrate in 
England, and the Unites es well as in this Country, forms 
an integral partof the Legislative department; for no 
law can be passed except by his assent. He possesses the 
prerogative of making foreign treaties, by which he can 
impart to them a Legislative force and operation. Again, 
the House of Lords, in England, the Senate, in the United 
States, and the House of Nobles, in this Kingdom, is the 
high Court for the trial of impeachments, upon accusations 
made by the Commons and Representatives, and thus both 
branches, to a limited extent, exercise Judicial functions. 
I might pursue this point to a much greater length, but 
I deem it unnecessary. If the doctrine contended for by 
the Petitioners is sound, and the construction to be 
given to this Article is, that the three Departments are 
to be kept totally distinct, then, all Executive as wéll 
as Judicial Officers should be excluded from the House 
of Representatives. 

In the United States, no Members of the Cabinet, no 

Judge and no other person whatever, holding any office 
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under the Government of the United States, is permitted 
to hold a seat in either branch of the Legislature, for, 
he is forbidden to do so by an express provision of their 
Constitution. So, also, are Judges and other high 
Officers in most, if not all, of the States of the 
American Union, prohibited from membership in either 
House of the Legislature, but it is not under a provision 
similar to this, but by a special article or clause to 
that effect, in their Constitutions. I have carefully 
examined the Constitutions of twent-six of those States, 
and in each of them there is not only an Reticle -sintiar 
to the 23rd Article of our Constitution, but a subsequent 
Article or clause, expressly excluding Judges and certain 
other high officers from a seat in the Legislature. This 
subsequent provision in their several Constitutions, 
plainly shows that in America they do not consider the 
Article ial theie Constitutions parallel’ to- our 23rd 
Article, as sufficient of itself to render Judges 
ineligible to the office of Representatives. And such 
was the view taken by the Commissioners who framed our 
Constitution. 
When the King, Nobles and Representatives passed the 
Constitutiton, I had the honor to be chosen the Com- 
missioner on behalf of the people to prepare the same 
for submission to the King and Legislature, and was 
appointed by my brother Commissioners to ake “the 
original draft, for their consideration. In performing 
the task, I thought it wise, in addition to the provisions 
of the 23rd Article, to insert a separate Article 
excluding Judges from the House of Representatives. 
Consequently, I did so, but when the draft was submitted 
to my fellow Commissioners for consideration, they 
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thought the provision an impolitic one, stating that 
some of our Judges were among the best men in the Land, 
and that as there were none too many men qualified to 
perform.well' the duties of Legislators, Judges ought not 
to be excluded. The Article was accordingly stricken out. 
This clearly demonstrates what was the intention of the 
original framers of the Constitution, and when taken 
together with the contemporaneous usage of the country, ` 
the fact that Judges held seats in the Legislature which 
finally adopted the Constitution; and also the further 
fact that the question was not raised at that time, nor 
has been since, that I am aware of, until the last 
regular Session of your Honorable Body, it seems to me 
quite conclusive upon the subject. |
